Therefore,  Pail  says,  “Which  is  the 
church  of  the  living  God,  the  pillar  and 
ground  of  the  truth," — 1st  Tim.

The  lives  of  each  individual  member 
ought  to  Ik-  such  as  to  exert  a saving;  influ- 
ence upon  the  ou  tside  world,  and  send  forth 
a beacon  light  inviting  a lost  world  to  a 
bleeding  Savior,  who  gave  His  life  as  a 
perfect  ransom  for  sin.  Our  ministers  arc 
servants. of  the  .-hureh,  and  one  leading 
branch  of  their  service  is  to  teach  the  car- 
dinal doctrines  of  the  Gospel.  This  word 
doctrine  may  lnu  e reference  to-  an  opinion, 
true  or  false,  but  when  applied  to  the  Gos- 
pel it  can  mean  nothing  more  inor  less  than 
God's  truth,  and  therefore,  on  account  of 
its  author,  shouljl  lx-  correctly  tauglit,  be- 
lieved anti  practiced. 

I hear  some  say  they  don’t  like  doctrinal 
sermons.  Well,  they  don’t  like  Gospel  ser- 
mons. Gosjxl  sermons  are  doctrinal  ser- 
mons, and  I am  afraid  thevarenot  alive  to 
God,  to  holiness]  and  to  the  sacred njcss  of 
His  truth. 

Our  ministers  should  not  fail  to  declare 
the  whole  counsel  of  God,  whether  it  is  ac- 
ceptable to  the  w orld  or  not,  it  is  none  the 
less  God’s  truth  and  constitutes  the  Gos- 
pel, * •for  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto  salva- 
tion to  every  one  that  believeth.”  Of 
course  it  is  opposed  by  ttarwdrld,  they  are 
deaf  and  blind  to  its  truths,  yet  Christ  says 
to  Peter,  “Feed  jny  sheep,"  anil  this  is  the 
food  with  which  the  Christian  must  be 
nourished,  ^f  he  jis  to  lx*  developed  from 
.childhood  to  manhood.  Therefore^  our 
ministers  ought  no  “contend  earnestly  lor 
the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints.’’ 

The  word  faith,  in  the  last  sentence,  em- 
braces all  the  truths  pertaining  to  the!  Gos- 
pel, including,  tjrst,  God’s  choosing  or 
electing  grace,  wi hereby  He  predestinates 
His  people  to  salvation.  John  10:27-29:
